Babe Ruth Out of Game, 


Fined $5000 and May 


Lose $26,000 in Pay 


Owner of New York Team 
Supports Manager — 
Clause in Contract Per- 
mits Club to Keep Half of 
Salary. |

George Herman Ruth, baseball's 
greatest quantity producer of home 
runs, was suspended indefinitely | 
from the New York “Yankees” of 
the American League, in St. Louis | 
yesterday, by Manager Miller Hug- | 
gins, and was fined $5000. | 

It was a smashing, slugging 
piece of discipline, on a par with 
Babe’s manner of treating the ball, 
which has made him the greatest 


box office attraction in the big 
leagues. 

“The fine levied on Ruth will 
stand,” declared Col. Ruppert, 


owner of the “‘Yankees,”’ last night 
to a correspondent of the Post- 
Dispatch in New York. “Ruth 
has been a bad boy this season, 
and I am going to stand firmly be- 
hind Huggins in the matter. I did 
not know about the affair until my 
return to the city, and I am ex- 
ceedingly sorry Ruth so conducted 
himself that Manager Huggins had 
to take the drastic action he did.” 
May Forfeit $26,000. 

The escapade is apt to cost Ruth 
a good deal more than the amount 
of the fine. In 1922 he signed a | 
three-year contract with the'| 
Yankees at $52,000 a year. The 
contract contained a clause that 
the club was to retain half of this 
amount to the end of the season, 
and if Ruth complied with the 
rules of discipline he was to re- 
ceive it. If he broke training dur- 
ing the season he was to forfeit it. 

Under that contrag the “Yan- 
kees’”’ owner is now privileged 
to retain that half, for an- 
other clause in the same contract 
gave the Yankees the option of ex- 
tending the contract at the same 
salary in 1925, 1926 and 1927. The 
option was exercised this year, but 
there have been rumors for some 
time that the option would not be 
exercised next season, but that 
Ruth would be offered a contract 
calling for considerably less than 
$52,000. These rumors reached 
Ruth, but it is not known whether 
or‘not he conferred with Col. Rup- 
pert about them before the team 
left New York. 

“General misconduct,’ off the 
field, during the _ present road 
tour,”” was the reason stated by 
Huggins for his action. “I did it 
because I believed it necessary,” 
he said, “and a continuation of 
Ruth’s conduct would have «heen 
highly detrimental to the New 
York team.”

ELEVATORS USED 
BY THE ROBBERS 


They Attract No Attention 
on Arrival or Departure, 


Mingling With. the 
Crowds. 


The office of. the Trinidad 
Asphalt Manufacturing Co., on the 
eighth floor of the Title Guaranty 
Bullding, Seventh and Chestnut 
streets, was the scene of a payroll 
holdup yesterday by two masked 
men who escaped with $1777, after 
gagging two officers of the firm. 

J. G. Hitzman, vice president, 
was in the midst ot a telephone 
conversation and had his back to 
the hall door, at 11 a. m., when two 
men entered, flourished revolvers 
and holding handkerchiefs’ to 
their faces. One told Hitzman to 
hang up, but Hitzman did not un- 
derstand and completed his con- 
versation. He was then marched 
into an inner room, where the 
other robber had surprised F. W. 

teader, the secretary-treasurer, at 
e typewriter, and had compelled 
him to open the Inner door of a 
safe, the outer door being already 
open. 
Bound and Gagged. 

A clothesline was preduced by 
the robbers, and Hitzman and 
teader were made to lie on the 
floor, and were bound with the 
rope. Then they were gagged with 
handkerchiefs, a cigar being re- 
moved from Hitzman’s mouth to 
make it possible. 

While one robber stood guard, 
the other took $1777 from the safe. 
An additional $311 in envelopes 
Was stacked on the table by the 
robber, but overlooked in the ex- 
citement. 

The robbers were In the office 
about 15 minutes. They attracted 
no attention in arriving or depart- 
ing, and, presumably, used the ele- 
vators. A few minutes after their. 
departure, Hitzman freed himself 
and Reader and notified police. A 
crowd gathered at the building 
when the police arrived, and an er- 
roneous report circulated that one 
of the robbers had been captured 
on the roof. 

Tries to Look at Robbers. 

Hitzman said he tried to look at 
the robbers, while on the floor, 
but one threatened to give him “a 
crack on the dome” unless he kept 
his eyes on the flooring. The ro»- 
ber said, “You see how easy it is 
for us to get you here. We could 
get you at your house just as 
easy. We ain't going to take long 
or hurt you.” 

Police believe the robbers aban- 
doned their automobile in depart- 
ing. A Nash sedan was parked in 
front of 717 Chestnut about the 
time of the holdup and was still 
there, with engigfe running, three 
hours later. The license plates on 
it had been issued for a Chevrolet 
touring car. Police are holding the 
car for investigation.

Hosts of Flowering Plants. 

The region around Etah has spe- 
cial attractions for the botanist.

}dandelions, daisies and buttercups 


can be gathered beside the glaciers 
that touch the ocean's edge. In 
places the Kentucky bluegrass 
forms a thick carpet, though in 
general the plants do not grow tall, 
the willow bushes being only two 
or three inches high in favored sit- 
uations. 

Timothy grows so luxuriantly 
that an American farmer would be 
delighted at the fine prospect of a 
hay crop. 

Besides the larger plants there 
are the lichens, which are the most 
conspicuous plant growths of all. 
They clothe the cliffs completely, 
up to a height of 2000 feet, in bril- 
liant hues of orange and purple 
which, in Mosaie with green patch- 
es of grass and black where the 
birds have kept the rocks bare, 
produces a spectacle of color rival- 
ing that of the Bad Lands. 

Birds With Maniacal Laughs. 

The species of animals are fewer 
in number and, with the exception 
of the Dovekies, or little Auks, the 
number of individuals is also rela- 
tively small.

SIGNED CONFESSION 
TELLS OF THEFTS 


“Pye Been Foolish,’ Says 
Man Who Admits Em- 
bezzlements — Employer 
Built Home for Him. 


“T’ll give him another chance.” 

Thus spoke Gustave Koerner, 
president of the National Refriger- 
ators Co., 827 Koeln avenue, as he 
heard a trusted employe confess, at 
the Carondelet Police Station, Fri- 
day afternoon, that he had em- 
} bezzled $2500 in the last year. 

“One of our employes before this 
man cleaned me out of $20,000 and 
I didn’t prsecute, so I don’t see 
why I should make an example of 
this man,’’ Koerner explained. 

Employe Released. 

Koerner’s second refusal to pros- 
ecute resulted in the release of 
Henry J. Borgmann, bookkeeper 
and cashier for the firm, whose ar- 
rest he had caused. At his office 
yesterday, Koerner said Borg- 
mann’s arrest was “all a mistake,” 
and Borgmann was back at his old 
job. He refused to give details of 
the $20,000 loss, saying it happened 
years ago and is “past and settled.” 

Borgmann its 31 years old and 
resides with his wife and two 
children at 6241 Grace avenue, ina 
$5900 house which was built for 
him by his employer, who is being 
repaid $35 each month. He be- 
gan his connection with the Nation- 
al company as a_ stenographer in 
1919 and was promoted to his pres- 
ent position, in which he drew a 
salary of $200 a month and earned 
an additional $75 a month as com- 
mission on sales at night. 

‘T’ve Been Foolish.” 

“T want to make good every 
penny,” he said. “I’ve been fool- 
ish. All I BRave to show for what 
I took is $200 worth of stock, and 
automobile and s0meé fine 
clothes.” 

In a confession which he wrote 
on a typewriter at the police sta- 
tion and then signed, Borgmann 
stated he began his peculations on 
Aug. 23, 1924, when after he had 
received a signed check for $250, 
representing a loan by the com- 
pany to him, he raised the amount 
to $1250 and retained the  pro- 
ceeds. 

Between that date and April 24 
last, Borgmann padded four pay- 
rolls for a total of $1500, which he 
kept, according to the confession. 
Borgmann said his shortage might 
exceed $2500, and he volunteered 
to co-operate with auditors now 
going over his books.

Why has Missouri become fa- 


mous as a mule State? How did 
Kansas City become the gateway 
to the Southwest? And why did 
this State flourish so markedly be- 


fore the Civil War? One answer 
is the Santa Fe trade initiated 104 
years ago this week by Capt. Wil- 
liam Becknell. Scarcely any tale 
in history is any more tingling with 
life than that of these early Mis- 
sourians in their quest for trade. 
Even before 1720, the French 


New Mexico along which countless 
thousands later traveled. Then, 
with the advent of the French, at- 
tempts were made to trade with 
the Spanish and Indians, but for 
years the powerful Sac and Fox 
Indians at the mouth of the Mis- 
souri prevented. The Mallet broth- 
ers as early as 1736 actually 
reached Santa Fe by way of Colo- 
rado. The Spanish Governor dis- 
patched one Vial to mark out the 
trail from Santa Fe to St. Louis in 
1792. The trade languished for 
years, however, as the Indians 
made it unsafe, and with the pur- 
chase of Louisian& in 1803 by the 
Americans the Spanish suspended 
all trade. As late as 1812, a party 
of St. Louisans tried an expedition 
but they were arrested and their 
goods confiscated. 
It was in 1821, the year of Mis- 
souri’s entry into statehood and 
Mexico’s freedom from Spanish 
rule, that Capt. William Becknell 
and a party of four men from old | 
Franklin, Howard County. braved | 
the frontier and reached Santa Fe | 
without mishap. They started out | 
from Arrow Rock Ferry, near | 
Franklin, on the ist of September 
and reached their destination Nov. | 
15. A month later Becknell, with | 
one companion, started for Mis- | 
souri and the return trip was made | 
in 48 dave.

TS CALLED BY U.S.A. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 29.—Invi- 
tations have been issued by the 


American Government to 42 coun- 
tries to participate in an interna- 


tional radiotelegraph' conference 
to be held at Washington in the 
spring of 1926. At the close of the 
International Radiotelegraph Con- 
ference at London in 1912 the 
American delegates extended an 
invitation to hold the next confer- 
ence at Washington in 1917. Later 
proposals were made with a view 
to holding a joint conference of 
parties to the International Tele- 
graph Convention and of parties to 
the International Radiotelegraph 
Convention. As unanimity could 


not be obtained for these proposals,

United States has taken the neces- 
sary steps to hold the International 
Radiotelegraph Conference ct 


Washington in the spring of 1926. 
Congressional authorization for the 
holding of the Radiotelegraph Con- 
ference in Washington was  con- 
tained in the Second Deficiency 
act approved by the President on 
March 4, 1925, and the sum of 
approximately $92,000 was appro- 
priated by Congress to defray the 
expenses of the conference. 

The subjects to be discussed at 
the conference will include the re- 
vision of the international radio- 
telegraph convention and regula- 
tions, signed at London on July 35, 
1912, and the discussion of meas- 
ures for the international super- 
vision of communication by radio 
between the large fixed stations: 
broadcasting, including the han- 
dling of press messages; radio tele- 
phony, measures for the elimina- 
tion of interference; distress mes- 
sages so as to take cognizance of 
increased uses and classes of 
science; radio aids to navigation, 
and other purposes for which radio 
has been used as a result of the 
development of the art since 1912.

That first glimpse behind the scenes led to many 
others in many other lonely little posts, until I knew 
that my trader friend was right. Here in the silence 
and shimmering distance of the great Navajo res- 
ervations of Northeast Arizona, where some 500 


traders, missionaries and agency employes live scat-~ 


tered among 30,000 Navajos, there flourishes the 
most extraordinary system of pawnbroking to be 
found in the country. 

Fundamentally this phase of the trading business 
is little different from the cold-blooded transactions 
of the calculating city Shylocks, but the similarity, 
happily, ends right there. The traders themselves, 
their environment and their Indian customers have 
nothing in common with that other furtive, anxious 
side of city life. The transactions are open, pictur- 
esque and primitive. . The business, unofficial and 


practically unregulated, is governed only by the .- 


rough frontier code born of time and practice. The 
bookkeeping, if any, is elemental. Little cash 
changes hands, no pawn ‘tickets or receipts are asked 
or given; no precise interest is charged, and it may 
be weeks, months or a year before the trader him- 
self can figure out of which end of the horn he is 
coming. 

To lay the NP of the system to the traders’ 
desire to keep the Navajos in debt to them is unjust. 
The uncertainty and patience involved are prodi- 
gious, the tying-up of capital a serious matter. Many 
a trader would be glad fiever to see a Navajo pawn. 


* The answer lies with the Indians themselves. 


The Navajos, as a race, hold themselves proudly 
aloof. They are self-supporting and little affected 
by contact with the white man. They know nothing 
of his banking, check books and interest charges. 
To many, $9 in honest, bitable silver is still prefer- 
able to a strange piece of paper called a $10 Dill. 
Their main wealth lies in innumerable sheep and 
Jvorses, goats and a few cattle. Consequently they 
live like desert nomads. Time and distance mean 
nothing to them. They come and go with the black 
magic of the desert Indian. They turn to the trader 
as a market for their wool, hides, lambs and bian- 
kets, and take from him those necessities and ‘little 
fuxuries that under existing conditions he alone can 
supply. Cash burns their fingers until spent, and 
even the wealthy are seldom burdened with it. 

Herein lies the crux of the whole situation. The

Navajo may lounge for two silent hours making up 
his mind, but once it-is made up he distinctly wants 
what he wants when he wants it. If he has cash 
or commodities to trade, well and good; if he has 
neither, he expects to be served just the same. The 
trader can’t afford to trust him outright, or, because 
his good will is all important, to turn him away. The 
only alternative is to figure the bill, add a few cents 
to the total for the interest charge that life is too 
short to explain, and then let his Navajo client pawn 
some piece of personal property for the whole, to be 
redeemed at some later and more convenient date. 
It is hit or miss at best, for not once in 50 times can 
the trader tell exactly when he will get his money 
back. It may be tomorrow, of a year from tomor- 
row. 

What are tHese quaint Indian pledges? Since 


‘the days of the Spanish padres the Navajos have 


been expert silversmiths. Vast quantities. of raw 
silver and Mexican and American coinage have been 
worked laboriously into heavy belts of finely de- 
signed plaques, bracelets, broad wristlets, neck- 
laces,’ rings, buttons and ornaments for saddles and 
bridles. Much of this work is set with turquoise 
found in all stages of perfection in Southern Arizona 
and New Mexico. In the past, countlessestrings of 
fine white shell beads were brought down from the 
Far North or traded from the coastal Indians, and 
these have passed from hand to hand down the gen- 
erations, strung and restrung with turquoise, coral 
and other stones: 

The aggregate of all these characteristic articles 
of intrinsic and sentimental value among the Navajos 
ts beyond computation. No Navajo who possesses 
anything of the kind—and not one in 50, apparently, 
but is so endowed—need suffer actual want. He 
can pawn it for his needs with practically any trader 
within a hundred miles—and does so time after 
time, with no more thought than we would give to 
signing a check. How large and accepted a part 
these things play in the curious business of the In- 
dian trader can well be illustrated from an inven- 
tory of the Navajo pawns in a single small trading 
post on the extreme western fringe of the Navajo 
country. 

Tucked under the counter at this little sand- 
whipped post, hung on nails and stacked in a clut- 
tered corner, were 97 Indian pledges. The advances 
against them ranged from 50 cents, secured by two 
fluted, conical silver buttons, to $65, covered by a 
four-strand turquoise pendant of splendid color. 
There were 17 necklaces in all; the majority were of 
ancient shell beads and turquoise, but there was 
one of silver squash blossoms and three, one of eight 
strands, of coral. 

In the collection were rings, bracelets and belt 
buckles of wrought silver, often set with the familiar 
turquoise; earbobs, a squaw belt, a horse-hair hat 
band, glass beads and a silver-mounted saddle, 
wrought turquoise matrix in a gaudy silk handker- 
chief and moccasins buttoned with silver coins. 
There were rifle scabbards, gun belts and holsters, 
rifles and revolvers in every stage of usefulness; 
silver-mounted chaps, seven heavy silver belts and 
three beautifully worked bridles. 


A string of quaint cut-steel buttons from a dress 
of a bygone day had secured to Crooked Finger six- 
bits worth of tobacco and canned tomatoes, and a 
relative of the Indian Chief of Police—the chief was

Tribute 


Simple ceremonies last week marked the erection of a 
memorial above the famous humorist’s 
grave at Ashville, N. C. 


ILL NYE died nearly 30 
years ago; but neither the 
quaint humor that- was 
his unique contribution to 
American life and letters, 
nor his lovable personal- 
ity, has been forgotten. 
Proof thereof is the fact 
that last week, on Aug. 
25, the seventy-fifth anni 
versary of his birth, a 
tablet, a memorial win- 
dow ard a granite mon- 
ument were unveiled with simple ceremonies and in 
the presence of distinguished guests at the historic 
little Calvary Episcopal Church at Fletcher, near 
Asheville, where he lies buried. 

Last Sunday morning, the rector, Rev. Clar- 
ence Stuart McClellan Jr., who inaugurated the 
movement for the memorial, conducted a special 
service. Monday evening there was a reception to 
members of the Nye family, and Tuesday afternoon 
the tablet, monument and window was unveiled and 
dedicated. In addition, a memoria! flagstaff pre- 
sented by the city of Asheville, and the “Nye Memo- 
rial Shelter,” the gift of the Masons of Asheville, 
was dedicated. “Buck Shoals,”’ near Asheville, which 
was Nye’s home during his last years, was opened 
to the guests. 

Bill Nye was a child of his whole country. He 
fas born “‘down East,” grew up in the Middle West, 
found himself’ in the Rocky Mountains, achieved 

nation-wide fame in New York and died in the 
South. 

He had a long and sturdy ancestry. His own 
account of it was: “I traced our people back to 
the European police court, and even beyond that, 
discovering at last in France our Coat of Alms; but 
I lost it from the line where it was airing last sum-~- 
mer.” The facts back of this characteristic expiana- 
tion seem to be that the family was founded in 
America in 1635 by Benjamin Nye, and that it could 
be traced back through England to Denmark as far 
as the middle of the thirteenth century. 


HE wember who was to make its name synony- 

mous with a purely American type of humor 
was born in a little old frame house in the town 
of Shirley Mills, near Moosehead Lake, Me... and 
was christened Edgar Nelson Nye. When he was 
2 years old the family moved to St. Croix County, 
Wis., and there he grew up on a farm. He went to 
country schools and later to a higher school at River 
Falls. 

Then he tried teaching, milling and sundry other 
occupations, with indifferent success, and _ finally 
studied law and opened a law office in Wyoming 
in 1876. According to his own account, his clients 
found they could be hanged just as well without 
going to the expense of a lawyer, so he took to 
writing for the papers. 

His first letters were written for the Cheyenne 
Sun at $1 a column. He then went to the Denver 
Tribune, then to the Salt Lake Tribune, and finally 
became editor of the Laramie Boomerang. 

This sheet Nye named for a mule which he 
owned, and the mule, he explained, was named 
Boomerang, because he newer could tell where he 
would strike. The paper was published in the sec- 


“ond story of a livery stable, and Nye’s cards read: 


“Enter stairway from C street or pass through the 
livery stable, twist the tail of the iron gray mule 
and take the elevator.” 

The Boomerang was not a.financial success. It 
hardivy had a chance to be as the town of Laramie 
had then less than 3000 population and there were 
two rival papers.

O SECRET of the 
‘movie’ trade is given 
away when it is said that 
the average motion pic- 
ture “fan” lives in a 
world of illusions. That 
most of the effects se- 
cured in motion pictures 
are secured by clever pho- 
tography and by not less 
clever work in wielding 
the painter’s brush, is not 
- a matter that is kept in 
the pars, As a matter of fact, the film fan rather 
likes the details of the tricks by which he is, in a 
way, imposed upon. If the deception is clever, he is 
the first to applaud the one who has “put it over.” 

Not\all the trickery in the ‘“‘movies” is concerned 
with the substitution of “dummies” for terrific falls. 
In fact most of the deception is practiced where it 
rouses no question whatever. Sets which appear 
massive are accepted as the real thing. One sees 
a picture which has to do with life in and around 
un old castle in medieval days, and the sets are 80 
real that it is believed by the average beholder that 
the company actually visited the scene of the story 
“on location.”’ It may be that these apparently mas- 
sive settings have been painted and photographed 
in quarters which are hardly larger than the aver- 
age living room in a good-sized house. 

When gazing at a vast and beautiful interior of a 
.9thedral or an early English baronial hall, as shown 
on the screen, don’t imagine it to have been built 
from top to bottom in more or less solid fashion. 
These buildings or sets are often made only seven to 
eight feet high, and everything above that is painted 
on glass—and on a comparatively small piece of 
glass at that. 
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HESE aids to deception are called “‘cheaters’’ in 
the parlance of the “‘movie’’ studios. No more de- 
seriptive term could be applied, for these pieces of 
glass on which the “enormous” sets are painted, are 
cheaters in every sense of the term, and their cheat- 
ing is the most effective brand. A piece of glass, 
painted in a studio in Hollywood or Long Island, may 
transport the ‘‘movie”’ spectator to feudal England 
or France, and through it the ‘‘fan’’ may revel in the 
atmosphere of his pet historical romance. 
The way in which these ‘“‘cheaters’’ are prepared 
may best be ascertained by glancing at the pic- 
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or 30, or even more. Instead of building the set to 
its full height, the ‘“‘cheater” is called into play. The 
bottom part of the set is actually built—-say seven or 
eight feet high. Now what is to be done to carry 
out the rest of the plans? On a piece of glass, after 
measurements have been carefully taken, the upper 
part of the set is painted. The glass is placed close 
to the camera—the bottom part of the set in the 
background. The painted part of the set, on the 
glass in the foreground, cinningly fits the lower 
part of the set in the background. The lens of the 
camera, which, according to tradition, ‘‘never lies,” 
is at least fooled. On the negative the painting on 
the glass in the foreground blends perfectly with the 
painted set in the background. In 
between the actors move and-car- 
ry on the story of the play.

much nearer to the actors. 

A’ massive interior set, built in the ordinary 
way; can be produced by the glass method at a 
saving of about 75 per cent. The design for a 
cathedral interior, which is shown herewith, strikes 
one as being a glimpse of a large architectural mas- 
terpiece with colossal columns of great height. The 
film producer’s impression would be that no studio 
would be large enough to enable him to build such 
a set. Yet, by building the set only seven or eight 
feet from the floor and carrying out the rest of 
the effect by means ef painted glass, as described, 
the desired effect of massiveness could be procured 
at relatively small cost. ° 4 

The work, of necessity, has to be done by an ex- 
pert. Men-in the studios, who are accustomed to 
such work, will turn out an apparently massive set, 
by the glass method, in a week ur less. 


The general effect of the “cheater” can be secured 
by painting on a substance resembling beaver board 
instead of glass. In “Robin Hood” startling effects 
were secured in this way. By sawing the top of the 
“cheater to conform with the architectural lines of 
the tops of buildings, a background of real clouds 
could secured. *~, | 

Sometimes as many as three of these “cheater” 
effects are used in a production. For closeup the 
background formed by the lower part of the painting 
is ideal. Infact, the action may be filmed with 
real tapestries or real pieces of armor as. back- 
ground effects, against the painted set. Yet the 
painting extends: only a foot or two above the heads 
of the actors, any effect above that being left to the 
glass “cheater.”’ 

The piece of glass used to secure such massive 
effects may be only eight feet wide by six feet high. 
Yet it is not surprising that it can be made to carry 
the effect of the upper part of the Tower of Lon- 
don or some other enormous building, when one 
remembers that the poet was scientifically right 
when he spoke of a dewdrop mirroring the sky. 
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What becomes of these “cheaters” after they 

have served their purpose and have transported 
. “movie” fans to some atmosphere that is totally 
' different from the atmophere of today? 

The glass part is not used again. It would 
hardly be worth while to scrape off the paint in 
order to prepare the glass for another bit of re- 
production. The top half of many an old feudal 
castle goes into the discard as old and broken 
glass. The bottom part, painted on canvas, kicks 
around a film “lot” for awhile—perhaps viewed 
with awe by tourists who like to be told that 
such and such a set is from some favorite pic- 
ture they have seen. Eventually they go into the 
discard also—their framework used for some- 
thing else and their painted canvas destroyed. 

But the “cheater” of glass and canvas has 
served its purpose. kt has played its part in the 
world of make-believe. It has told its part of 
the story in the modern fairy-tale of the film. 
Also it has proved to be an economic asset in 
cutting down the enormous cost of present-day 
film production,

Oueer Twists in the Law Still 
Deprive Wives of Their Share 


in the Family

O YOU know, Mrs. New 
Yorker, just what your 
financial rights are? 

Do you know that while 
your husband, if abie- 
bodied, has no claim to 
any wages you might earn 
outside the house, he has 
full right to anything you 
might make by taking 
boarders or _ receiving 
| nursing cases? 

Do you know that you 
have no claims at all to any money you might have 
laboriously squeezed out of the household allowance? 

There was a.decision pronounced in a New York 
court not long ago—a decision that gave a little 
mental stab to every wife who ever argued 5 cents 
off the price of a wilted-looking lamb chop. Dressed 
in robes appropriate to the solemnity of the occa- 
sion. Judge Hartman of the City Court declared 
that a woman has no right of ownership to the 
money she has slowly gathered, dime by dime, frem 
the silver pastures of the household expenses. The 
coins saved painfully and deposited carefully in the 
empty baking can tin with the slit in the top no more 
belong to her than the fares ‘‘knocked down” by a 
conductor belong legally to hinfself instead of to the 
traction company. 

It all came about because Mrs. Essie Grossman 
tried to get back $2600 which she had loaned to 
Max Grossman before her idyll had been shredded 
by a separation agreement.

The lady who laboriously wrings a surplus 
from her household expénses and then goes and tells 
her husband about it is classed by many women as 
a fit object to be fastened in pairs on the walls of @ 
gymnasium. WNaturaily, agree the first, second and 
third floors, the husband who finds out about it is 
likely to garner the money himself and then prune 
down the allowance. The fact that Mrs. Grossman 
was clever enough to pile up $2600 from morsels 
chipped off eggs, meat and quarts of milk is quite 
overshadowed in housewife opinion by her failure to 
keep it in a dark corner of an obscure savings bank.

In other words, the woman who married 50 years 
ago was stripped of her possessions more thoroughly 
than even the patient Griselda.

RADUALLY, however, progress and suffrage 

have sandpapered down some of the roughest 
spots in the English.common law, although it still @ 
remains supreme in cases not covered by special pro- 
vision. For instance, a wife recently sued the hus- 
band from whom she was separated but not divorced 
for spreading slanderous stories about her. The 
Court gravely decided that as husband and wife are 
one under the common law, a man can no more be 
sued for slandering his wife than he could be for 
saying scandalous things about himself. 


In New York, as well as in 41 other states of the 
Union, a wife has an unqualified right to wages 
earned by her in outside pursuits. But in New York 
it is likewise true that money earned within the 
home by accepting nursing cases or taking in board- 
ers is the property of the husband and may be seized 
for his debts. Many a woman who has spent weary 
years perspiring in a boarding house kitchen learns 
only too late that all the money she made belongs 
absolutely to a worthless husband. 

“Another case in which a working wife has no 
right to compensation is when she is indiscreet 
enough to marry her employ- 
er,”” explained Miss Dorothy 
Kenyon, prominent attorney: 
“In that event she is not en- 
titled to any wages and she 
can’t enforce payment even if 
she has proof that her husband 
promised it to her.’’
